The Western Unton Telegraph Company's 
Offices in a Blaze, é 

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—A fire broke out 
about two o’clock this a. m. in the operating 
100m Of the Western Union telegraph com- 
pany, on the fourth floor of the Mutual Life 
Insurance building at Tenth and Chestnut 
streets. In a com paratively short time the 
entire room was gutted. The chairs, 
tables and instruments, including duplex 
and quadruplex instruments of con- 
siderable value were destroyed. 
A handsome and valuableswitch board was 
also destroyed. Only a few operators were on 
duty at the time and after sending the alarm 
they made a hasty escape fromthe room.

THE EVIDBNCB APPEARS TOSUS- 
TAIN THB CHARGE. 


But There are Detectives Who Say Charley Rose 
Never Had Anything todo With the Pay Car 
Steaiing—The Chain of Evidence Against 
the Rose Brothers Linked Together. 


It may be said to be an assured fact that 
the attempted robbery of the Air-Line pay 
train has been cleared up. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
plan was suggested by Charley Rose and that 
he led the attempt to carry it into execution. 

And it is equally certain that George Rose 
and Noland were Charley Rose’s assistants. 

Tho officers who have been handling the 
ease fromits inception are armed with a 
strong chain of circumstantial evidence, fixing 
the crime upon these three men. Every link 
of that chain of evidence has been laid before 
the officials of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad. They know every point the detec- 
tives bave gathered in the case, and they are 
perfectly satisfied with the result. The evi- 
dence shows these officials that the attempted 
robbery was undertaken by the two Rose boys 


and Noland. 
DETECTIVES DIFFER. 


There are many who do not believe that 
the Rose boys, especially Charley Rose, 
had anything to do with the affair, and the 
evidence gathered by the detectives goes tor 
naught with them. The evidence, however, : 


is almost conclusive, and was collected in a 
reliable way.

GETTING RID OF THE JEWS. 

Ber_in, July 18.—The Germania, of Berlin, 
states thatthe imperial government has or- 
dered 30,000 Russian Poles to leave eastern 
Prussia.

Yesterday the local option bill passed the house 
by a vote of 111 to 22 and isnowin a shape that 
comes very bear satisfying all parties at inter- 
est. 

As it passed the house the bill provides that in 
aby county not already having prohibition in 
some form or other there may be an election every 
two years until whisky is run out andthat when 
it is once out it is to stay out. That briefly is the 
bill, 

When the house met Mr. Hardeman of Wilkes 
obtained the floor and spoke in favor of the 
amendmentof Mr. Arnheim, which wasto have 
the elections only by counties. The pending 
amendment was one by Mr. Pringle of Washing- 
ton, to change the section otherwise, and Mr. Har- 
deman sought to haye Mr, Pringle’s amendment 
voted down so that the section could still be open 
to amendment, and Mr. Arnheim’s amendment 
could be passed upon. 

Mr.; Pringle said his side would not yield, 
and that some of the advyocates of the 
bill had announced that they would stay until 
they weregray before they would submit,

take place within forty days after the reception of 
such petition, to determine whether or not such 
spiritous liquors asare mentioned in the sixth 
section of this act shall be sold within the limits 
of such county; provided, that no election held 
under this act shall be held in any moath in 
which general elections are held; sothat such 
elections as are held under this act shal! be sepa - 
rate and distinct from any other elections what. 
ever; provided. further, that the ordinary shall 
determine upon the snfficiency of the petition 
presented by the tax booksof th before. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted. That notice of 
such elections to be held as are by this act pro- 
vided shall be published once a week for four 
weeks in the official organ or organs of the ordi- 
nary and sheriffofthe county where such elec- 
tions are to be held, and such other notice mayb e 
given as the ordinary may think proper to give 
general publicity to the election.

capitalized Companies are rapidly being or- 
ganized, and throughout that state there isa 
vast amount of industrial activity. Her long 
list of new enterprises includes tobacco fac- 
tories, distilleries, flour mills, tanneries, car- 
riage factories, glass works, natural gas com- 
panies and the like. Kentucky stands now 
at the head of southern states in manutactur- 
ing enterprises. West Virginia comes next, 
and most of her enterprises relate to her 
natural resources, such as coal, iron and 
natural gas; and to some extent the gains in 
Alabama and Virginia and Tennessee are 
conneeted with coal mining and iron making. 
It should be a matter of general congratula- 
tion that the hidden wealth in the heart of 
the south bids fair to be soon brought to the 
surface and so utilized as to make this entire 
section more prosperous. 

The list for Georgia comprises ninety-one 
new enterprises, covering a wide industrial 
range from corsets to plows. The list in- 
cludes two gold mining companies, both vig- 
orously at work; a $30,000 cotton compress 
at Athens; a $25,000 saw mill and lumber 
firm at Atlanta; a $20,000 ship yard, $15,000 
gasworks and $12,000 saw mill at Brunswick ; 
a $20,000 foundry and machine shop at lort 
Valley, and a large number of lesser saw 
mills, planing mills, flour mills, brick yards, 
machine shops, chair factories, cotton mills, 
etc, Our new industrial institutions include 
a corset.factory in Atlanta, a pulverizer fac- 
tory at Constitution City, acotton planter 
factory at LaGrange, marble works at Mari- 
etta, a curry comb factory at Perry, a soap 
factory at Sayannah and a plow factory at 
West Point. 

The industrial development of the south, 
seconded as it will be this year by great crops 
of corn and cotton, should assure the pes:

AN ODD THING ABOUT STREETS. 


Streets have their attractions as well as 
people, and it is not always the shortest 
route between two points, or the best payed 
street that is patronized by teamster or pe- 
destrian. The pedestrian coming down 
Peachtree seeking the car shed, does not turn 
into Pryor at the point of junction, but 
goes along the devious initial street to its 
terminus, The drayman or expressman, or 
the man with whip or ribbons does not turn 
off into Broad street with its at-grade bridge 
when he wants to cross from one side of the 
town to the other; on the other hand he 
follows the horsecar track until he encoun- 
tersatiagman and, perhaps, a lumbering 
freight train, and he takes the risk and delay 
involved without adding at all to his experi- 
ence, or at least without changing his prac- 
tice.

Why will people 
persist in using such crowded and narrow 
streets as Whitehall or Peachtree, when a 
good share of them could, in their daily 
trips, use more comfortable because less 
crowded, and shorter streets? The answer 
must be sought in our common human 
nature.

We are en- 
dowed with curiosity. Weliketo see-xéo. 
ple, to fight our wsy-~{hrouzi crowds, to 


look for and @=\oy the ludicrous, the thrill- 
ing..¢f the picturesque. The driver of a 
blind mule has the common failing as strong- 
ly as the man of fashion who is driving with 
the air of a million aire, evenif he is not one. 
One and all seek, therefore, at the expense 
of time, distance and general friction the 
crowded and busy avenues of trafiic, and 
permit more convenient streets to retain 
their peace and quiet. 

All go outof their way to join the crowd, 
and it follows that the chief avenues of to. 
day will remain the chief avenues of the 
city, no matter how large it may become. To 
the end of time Whitehall will be the chief 
avenue leading from the heart of the town 
to the south; Peachtree to the north; Mari- 
etta tothe westand Decatur street to the 
east. They have bcome the natural channels 
towards the four points of the compass; the 
mass of the people use them, and a law of 
human nature that overrides all obstacles, 
whether they are poor paving, railroad trains, 
longer distances or unfavorable grades, will 
operate to prevent a wiser, happier and more 
economical distribution of trade and travel.

All churches do, The _ techni- 
cal difference between the church and the few 
members who call themselves ‘‘holiness’’ people 
js that the church holds that regeneration 
eleanses the converted man of sin, while the sec- 
ond blessing people claim that what they call 
a second biessing is necessary, and that the man 
who, knowing of this second blessing, does not 
seek and receive it, falls short of duty, if he is not 
shut out from salvation.”’ 

“Do you mean thatthe holiness people claim 
that you, for instance, will be lost, if, after hear- 
ing their doctrine preached, do not seek and find 
the second biessing?’’ 

“That is where they stumble, It is difficult to 
get a positive statement on that point. As I un- 
Jermtand it, they claim that those who hear the 
second blessing preached and donot obtain it, 
may be saved, but if saved, must be saved, as the 
heathen or as babies are, through mercy over their 
ignorance.’’ 


“Now, what isthe doctrine ofthe Methodist 
church on this point?”’ 

“The church teaches that a man by faith in the 
Lora Jesus Christ is regenerated, is made clean 
and pure and holy. We hold that his conversion 
makes him perfect, ‘renewed after the image of 
God in righteousness and true holiness,’ [Mr.

The theory of the church is a perfect purity by 
regeneration,then constant and never-ending pro- 
gress. This was Wesley’s doctrine, the broad and 
deep doctrine of progress. It is taught in Hebrews, 
where it is said, “Leaving the principles 
of the doctrine of Christ, let us go on to per- 
fection.’ St. Peter teaches it when he says “Add 
fo your faith, virtue, knowledge, temperance, pa- 
tience, godliness, brotherly kindness, charity.’’ 
The view of the church is wide, far-reaching and 
without limitation. It is the hopeful and earnest 
doctrine of conversion from sin into purity and 
from purity progress into perfection. Now contrast 
this with the view of the second blessing 
people and see how  narrew it is 
end how much lower than the plane on which the 
church stands. They hold that man by accepting 
and receiving the second blessing becomes instant- 
ly a full grown mean. 

“The holiness people hold that one conversion 
is in ufficient?’’

The Rey. Rainford Gunn haiasmall farm, 
the income from which was supplemented, to 
a varying but always moderate degree, by the 
pay that he received from the two country 
churches to which he rendered stated monthly 
gervice. Admitting himself to be of quite 
limited education and other advantages favor- 
able to an eminent public career, he contend- 
ed that nobody could have been taken by 
greater surprise than himself when the call 
came to him to preach the gospel, a call, how- 
ever, that had been heard too distinctly to ad- 
mit of hesitation to heed it. His success had 
been beyond any expectation.He was a man of 
good presence, tall and erect, of excellentcom, 
mon sense, of sincere piety, and had acquired 
jme a stock of words that he could employ 

some efiect. 

r. Gunn’s forte ag a preacher was not con- 
, even by those who admired him most- 
to lie in the eloquent elaboration of doctrinal 
points, although he would not forbear, when 
he believed it necessary or proper, to wranzle 
with the knottiest;and he would generaliy 
emerge from the scuffle in a plight that seem- 
ed reasonably satigfactory to the brethren. He 


might have been, it was probable, aspeaker of 
considerable unction but tor a peculiarity of 
his pathos, which, when at its highest, had to 
be excited to it by ire, instead of sympathy 
and compassion. 

I ain’t no great hand at cryin’, bruthern,’”’ 
he would sey, “’ithout Igit mad. I don’t 
often git mad, and that’s when | start on a 
cryin’ spell; because cryin’ ev’y sence I know- 
ed myerelf, makes me mad.’’ 

Yet more than one revival had attended his 
ministry'in which several men for superior to 
him in culture had been brought into the 
church. His modesty, approximating humili- 
fy, his industry and his stanch integrity, in 
spite of his homely phrase, obtained for him 
the respect of men of every degree. A devoted 
family-man was he, yet people used to suspect 
that among a)] his children, about halfa 
dozen in number, he was rather fondest of his 
daughter Lizy Ann, who, at the period told of 
in this sketch, was about nineteen years old, 
tall, fair-haired, peachy cheeked, cheery, in- 
dustrious, affectionate, pious, and admitted to 
be the very best singer of religious songs 
among a!l in both her father’s congregations. 
In the last revival that bad taken place in 
the church nearest their home Lizy Ann 
Gunn’s voice in the various sinpgings was 
argued by many, especially among the younger 
men, to have been very nearly, if not quite, as 
effectual as her father’s preaching in thein 
gathering. More then one or two, or, for all I 
know, three in that class hed tried their hands 
to induce her to chanve her name, but she had 
always answer about thus: 

“Not yet. I’m not ready, quite yet, for 
such as that, Mr. Blank.” 

Mr. Gunn had been in the ministry about a 
dozen or so years when he received a call from 
the church at Raysville, a village of a popula- 
tion numbering about 500, situated in an ad- 
joining county, beyond the Oconee river,about 
ten miles distant from h:s residence. This call 
wes almost as unexpected to him as the origi- 
nalpfor there were eevera!l wealthy and some 
considerably cultivated persons residing there- 
inorinthe »ear neighborhood. Few of this 
class, however, were members ot any church, 
especially that which had eent an invitation to 
Mr. Gunn, though they, as was the case with 
all classes, habitually attended the monthly 
Sunday meetings. 

On this invitation, : otwithstanding the cor- 
diality, and he might say the liberality with 
which it had been extended, Mr. Gunn had to 
ponder before acceptirg, and edvise with some 
of the bretbren, and with his f¢: milly, especial- 
ly Lizy Anup; and I wiil candidly state why. 
Ravsville had long been noted a8 an uncom- 
moniy wicked town. They fought chickens 
there; there they raced horses; there they 
played cards, ali with impunity,eveu the last, 
which was,forbidden by tue laws, but which 
the rolicitor-general never could get at, be- 
cause 80 Many of the grand jury hab‘tually 
practiced it thems:ives. The fact was that 
matters bad become eo discouraging to this 
officer and even to the presiding judge that for 
their consolation they would occasionally take 
# moderate hand themselves in these games. 
But that which bad imparted tothe town its 

reatest notoriety was the existence of a secret 

and of young men and boys, styling them. 
Belyes Arabs, who often at night, after the rest 
ofthe people were in bed, went about the 
streets singing songs, beating tin pans, re- 
moving whee!sfrom vehicles and gates from 
front yards, building fences across the street 
with ‘rails taken 
pastures and making such and similar pranks 
specially marked ip the case of any who were 
unusually pronounced in their words of con- 
demnation. The resignation of the late pastor 
of the church was suspected to be due to the 
fact thai shortiy thereiofore his horse, while 
standing in Brother Mulien’s stable, had had 
his tail shaved. Not only so, but he had re- 
osived an anonymous letter intimating that 
not only hie borse, but himself, would fare 
worse if he were not more guarded in what he 
bad tosay inhis Sunday sermons about the 
behavior of certain persons in the meeting 
house and elsewhere. 

Another matter Mr. Gunn pondered over 
and counseled with}bis friends and his family. 
This was how a plan countryman like him, 
with his country Ways and. couutry clothes, 
was to get along before a town congregation. 
Yet, it wes urged in the counselings he held 
that calis of that kind, the sameas the first he 
received to the ministry, come from Heaven. 
Then the stipend (for the brethren at Rays- 
ville thought it almost certain that among 
themselves, with contributions from outsiders, 
they could count upon $60 or $70) was not a 
thing tw be despised « a man with a family 
of the size of his. So he concluded to obey 

new, unexpected call. His country con- 
gregations, gratified at the Raysville indorse- 
ment of their estimate of their pastor, went 80 
far as to raise, extra of their usual pay, a sum 
enough to buy several yards of nice satinet, 
Shesther with thread, buttons, lining and bind- 
ing, and these by the deft hands of Mrs. Gann 
and Lizy Ann werecutand meade up intoe 
pyit thateverybody in the neighborhood who

_ The meeting days of the Kaysville church 
were the third Sunday and the day before. On 
Saturdays very few besides the members at- 
tended service, though there was always a ser« 
mon preceding the “conference,” held for pur- 
of discipline and géneral business.

Mr. Gunn felt that the situation was grave. 
He lay awake much beyong his usual hour 
after retiring to bed and ruminated. 

The house on the next day was crowded. 
The Arabs were in unusually full force. Their 
purpose, it soon appeared, was to test the 
metal of the new preacher. He speedily recog- 
nized many of them, especially their leader, 
by their inattention to his words, their 
whisperings and giggling among themselves 
and other unbecoming behavior. Such con- 
duct, s0 unlike anything to which he had 
been accustomed in the simple-minded people 
of his country congregations, pained and em- 
barrassed him much. Several times he re- 
monstrated in a homely but not offensive man- 
ner against what hestyled unosderly behavior 
intome of the congregation. The Arabs would 
suddenly come to order, for a brief while ~# 
pear to be almost painfully attentive to the 
sermon, but upon a mute signal from Rogers, 
a very stout, well-dressed, and rather hand- 
some man, they would speedly relapse into 
pranks so patent as to be plainly indicative of 
their meaning to be insulting and defiant. 

The confusion of the speaker at last became 
such that he foresaw that he must cut short a 
discourse the threads of which he was fast 
losing. Stopping suddenly, he covered his 
eyes with his hands fora few moments, then 
removing them and closing the great Bible be- 
fore him, he said, in a tone which it was evi- 
dent that he was striving with much difliculty 
to control: 

‘‘Brotherin and sisters. I have took charge 
of this church in the good hopes of the doing 
of some good in a ~_ where it’s mighty 
plain that some good o’ some kind is mon- 
strous bad needed to be done by somebody.

I aint been used to the be- 
havior that’s been carried on ’mong them 
back benches, and I’d have to git used to it, 
unless it can be stopped, before I can do even 
what little preachin’ lays in my power to 
agg I aint denying’ that my feelin’s has 

een hurted, not oniy as a minister o’ the 
blessed gospel, but as one lone singuil, poor 
man by his lone self. And they’s of been 
hurted a heap worse exceptin’ that I’m notus 
ed that some o’them onorderly people is nuth- 
jn’s but boys, and is led on in their mischief 
by older heads. Nowas for me, I naterlly 
loves yourg people, and special boys; because 
theyg ot to be men some time if their lives is 
spar’d, and I’vein genil notused that when 
they're oncommon bad, its because they’re led 
off by older heads that keers nothin’ for God 
ner for map, ner for—— I come a mighty 
sayin’ for whoelse. I aint mad, brothern an 
sirters. For if 1 was to git mad I should go to 
cryin’ first. I-aint mad, but I’m sorry, and 
]’m disappointed. Let us pray.” 

This homely remonstrance, delivered in 
tones that sometimes became tremulous, im- 
preseed all. Everybody looked at Rogers,some 
reproachfully, others amusedly, and his fol- 
lowers sympathizingly and interrogatively. 
He was evidentiy in arage. When the con- 
gregation was dismissed, he had a brief con- 
rerence with his set at the back door, atter 
which all except himself went my: 

The last to leave the church w:s the preach- 
er and his hostess. As they reached the edge 
of the building, the former casting his eyes 
down the side that now came within view,saw 
Rogers standing just by the corner of the 
further end. 

“Sister Aikins,”’ he says, “you go on; I 
want to step back a little while in the meetin’ 
house, and pray. | feel bad,an’Il jis know 
that a little prayin’ right now, ’! help me.You 
goon.

“l’d of geome ruther.’’ soliloquized Sister 
Aikens, “that Brer Gunn’d of come ’long 0’ 
me, He mout meet up ’ith that Tom Rogers, 
an’ be, mad as he is, an’ big man as he thinks 
hisse’f, wouldn’t dasn’t to give Brer Guno 
much o’ his sass before me.”’ 

When Mr. Guno had entered the house, he 
straightway ascended thesteps of the pulpit, 
and kneeled, his face, as on occasions of pub- 
le service, towards the further end. In a 
very few moments Rogers, who had re enter- 
ed by the back door, walked rapidly up the 
aisle through the men side, his walking cane 
in hand, and when he had gotten within a 
few feet of the pulpit, said bluntly: 

“Wish to speak with you, gir.” 

“Can you wait a few seconds, sir, ontil I can

The preacher deliberately rose, saying first 
audibly these words:

Then descending to the floor he stood before 
his antagonist and said mildly:

‘‘When you was noratin’ all that meanness 
an’ foolishness, sir, | want to know who you 
wes a meaning it at, an’ if you was a meaning 
it at me?” 

‘*] shall first stick a pin right thar, sir, whar 
you names the preachin’ o’ the blessed gospel, 
er ruther, the tryin’ todo it, You names it 
meannees an’ foolishness, an, I’l) now ast you 
your name,although I hain’t a doubt but what 
it’s Rogers. That so?” 

‘‘My pame’s none o’ your business, sir. 
Anewer my question.” 

“Umpb, humph. Well, you know, Mister— 
Rogere—1’ll call you that, jes for the sake o’ 
the argiment, so to speak, that when one man 
asks question, sometimes before he can git his 
answer he’s liable to have more’n one question 
ast of bim bisself. i’]l1 put you another. Wern’t 
you or wern’t you not the one that chawed 
paper an’rolled it in a wad, and looked at me, 
an’ flipped it from your fingers, aa’ a leetle 
more, an’ it would of struck one o’ the female 
persons o’the congregatioh an’ done it more’nt 
wunst et that?” 

“T shant answer that question, sir, neither. 
None o’ your business nor the business o’ no 
other clod-hopping, deceitful old cap.” 

The preacher's eyes moistened as he said in 
low measured tone: 

‘Young man, when I see youa stendin’ out 
yonder at one o’ the back corriders, I knowed 
whut you wus arfter,an’I let Sister Aikens 
go long on bome by herself, so as me an’ you 
could settle it betwix’ ourselves; jes’ you an’ 
me; us two.” 

Here Mr. Gunn made a brief pause in order, 
paper to snuff the air. Then he proceed-

“I come back in here determ’d, in my mind, 
to ast you, like Abner ast Asahel, to turn to 
the left, orturn to the right, anyway you 
choosen, to not be a follerin’ arfer me; and 
I’ve jes’ a minute ago made my pra’ar to God 
A’mighty to not let me ery ’ithout were His 
will, an’ ef it were to let me cry good, and 
bless His holy name, He have heerd me, an’ I 
feel em a comin’.” 

They were, indeed, coming drop by drop, 
guickerand quicker, though his face was 
wreathed with smiles,

He lingered only to eat his dinner, answer- 
ing his hostess’ suggestion that she;*should 
send for some of the brethren, that it would be 
near night when he reached home and he must 
have a good rest after the dsy’s experience. 
The brethren, surprised but gratified by this 
mark of persistence and fidelity in their new 
pas'or, gladly sentthe notice to all in the 
village. 

Sometime before sunset on the following day 
Mr. Gunn returved to the same hospitable 
mension, but this time in his gig and accom- 
panied by his daughter Lizy Ann. 

“‘] brought her ‘long, Sister Aikens, because 
I wanted her to see the people that'her pais to 
goin and out before, and—and then Lizy Ann’s 
a right good singer o’ hymes, an’ somehow 
when I can hear her woice in- the singin’ it 
‘courages me up, an’ sol told her ma if she 
could spare her for this evenin’ and tomorrow 
to let her come ‘long ’ith me. She ain’t goin’ 
to give you much trouble, and she’s willin’ to 
hep you ’bout anything you want. 

“Why, bless the child’s heart! trouble! 
Sher! 1’m proud you brung her, Brer Gann.” 

The house was nearly full again; for the 
breakdown of the preacher ofthe day before 
hed created considerable interest in him. 
Rogers had not been seen on the street the 
whole day until late in the afternoon, when 
he had interviews singly with quite a number 
of hisclass, allof whom afterwards attended 
the night service. During the singing of the 
first hymna voice, new and of marvelous 
sweetness was heard, and many turned to 
notice whence it proceeded.

thore of the brothers and sisters. As he 
descended he said: 

“Will the brotherin and sisters please sing: 

“Come, humble sinner, in whose breait?’’ 

The distiach was scarcely sung when, from 
the very last bench, Rogers rose, walked rap- 
idly along the aisle, gave his hand, and, weep- 
ing aloud, laid his head upon the preacher’s 
shoulder. Murmurs rose into cries, into shouts, 
when in a few moments the Arabs, by ones, 
by twos, by threes, then sprinklings even of 
the chicken-fighters, the horse racers, the 
card-players came rushing up. Indeed—but 
how could I describe that scene and the great 
revival that followed? Sister Aikens, laughing 
and cryingthe while, used to say, among 
multitudes of other things: 

“That first night, me and Sister Litt'e, we 
hugged, an’ hugged, we did, so that Sister 
Plunkett used to laugh an’ say we look thet 
edzactly like we was wrastlin’.

An’ then to think that nobody 
ever heerd o’ ther kyarin on in the meetin’ 
house betwix Brer Gunn and Brer Regers on- 
til the night, six months afterwards, when him 
an’ Lizgy Ann wes married, an’ bless your 

soul, you would of laughed to hear Brer Z- 
ers say how skeered he was, special when he 
found he could even say the Lord's pra’ar, an’ 
he weren’t sbore but what Brer Gunn, he 
cried so and were that mad, were a gwine to 
scatter his brains all over the meetin’- house.”

There is a 
geveral belief that the bill will passin some shape, 
and consequently the offerings of regular dividend 
paying railroad stocks are limited. The bill hasas 
yet bad no attention from either body of the gen- 
eral assembly, but, being an importrnt measure, 
we apprehend that at an early day it will be taken 
up and not laid aside until decisive action is had. 

The New York stock market has for the past 
week shown unusual activity, transactions at ad.

KILLING FIRE BOXES 


CHIEF JOYNER DETECTS A DETEST- 
ABLE SCHEME. 


(eee 


Nine Fire Boxes Found Dead and Useless—an In- 
vestigation Leads to the Belief Phat They 
Have Been Tam pered With—The Board 
of Firemasters Meet in Session. 


Nine of Atlanta’sfire alarm boxes have been 
tampered with, and the board of fire masters 


“te how giving the mattera thorough silt- 
ng. 

That sifting may end in a sensation more 
ponderous than the stealing of the pay car. 

Thursday last about noon a small fireina 
restaurant on Marietta street caused Mr. James 
Sharp to open box 25, located at the junction 
of Marietta and Walton streets, with a view 
oe in the alarm. Mr. Sharp opened 

© box with a key, of which he i . 
dian, and pulling oe 
back to his store “t- 
ing to hear the alarm sound every wher gra 
his expectations, however, he was disap point- 
ed, for the bell did not strike. At first, when 
Mr. Sharp saw thatthe bell would not re- 
spond to the call made by box 25, he thought 
he had failed to pull down the lever, and re- 
turned to the box. He quickly observed that 
the lever which causes the machinery 
to ring in 

ek THE pan Was DOWN, 
i§ Was & perplexing thing to Mr. Sharp. 
He had sent in the erie maw Ba times and bia 
always heard thealarm bell respond when he 
pulled down the lever. Mr. Sharp could not 
understand it. He took hold of the lever 
and attempted to raise it so that he 
ceuld pull it down again and try to 
send in the alarm, but the Jever would not 
move. He then tried to push it further down 
and thereby ascertained thatthe lever was 

perfectly stationary. } 

In the mean time a runner was sent to No. 
3 engine house and that company responded 
and extinguished the fire. 

Mr. Sharp said nothing about the box fail. 
ing to work except to Mr. Haynie, of No. 3 
company. He attached but little importance 
to the matter,thinking thet the box was out of 
order. However he made ita point to report 
the case to Mr, W. R. Joyner, the chief of the 
fire department, at his earliest convenience. 
As soon as Chief Joyner heard the statemen the 
took Lineman Waiker and went to the box. 
The box was opened and carefully examined: 
The examination showed that a screw on the 
inside of the plate had been so tightened 
that the lever which sends in the alarm 
could not perform its duty. While the chief 
was examining the box he was informed 

THAT ANOTHER BOX ON MARIETTA 
street was in the same fix, and after box 25 
was rectified, the chief drove to the box indi- 
cated. This box was found to be useless too, 


~and a careful examination showed that it was 


crippled just like box 25. In examining the 
box, Chief Joyner observed that the screws 
which held aplate overthe ‘works’? had 
been tightened or loosened. The heads of the 
screws showed a contact with a screw-driver. 
The chief then returned to box 25 and obsery- 
ed that the screws there, too, had been hand- 
led, and that the plate had evidently been 
removed. 

These discoveries aroused his fears, and 
Chief Joyner decided to inspect all the 
boxes im the city. He did soat once, and found 
that nine boxes had been killed or rendered 
entirely useless. These boxes were: 

No. 45—Junction Marietta and Walton streets. 

, 26—Corner Marietta and Simpson streets. 

. 62—Corner Marietta and Pine streets. 

, 24—Corner Cone and Grubb streets. 

. 16—Corner Peachtree and Ivy streets. 

. 17—Corner Peachtree and Merritt avenue.

During the inspection Chief Joyner was ac- 
companied by Alderman Stockdell, who is

Every one of the boxes were crippled in the 
seme manner, and on 

THE HEAD OF EACH SCREW 

wae the mark made by the screw driver. The 
boxes which were not crippled gave no evi- 
dence of a use off the screw driver. The 
heads of the screws were covered with rust. 
The discoveries were a surprise to Chief Joy- 
ner and to Mr. Stockdell, and their examina- 
tions induced them to believe that some one 
had been tampering with the boxes, but 
they were both at a loss to know 
who itcould have been, or what the object 


a8. 
Most Atlantians are familiar with the small 
ed fire box. Butthey know only the outside. 
a hat is made of heavy cast iron, and inside 
are the works, which telegraph the fire 
alarm. These ‘“‘works” are tender and re- 
uire careful handling, but when once in or- 
der can never become disarranged, unless 
disturbed by some person. On the inside of 
the box the works are arranged in two sec- 
tions, one under the other. The lower section 
is covered with a door which is locked—this 
key being the property of the chief. The up- 
per section is covered with the iron plate 
which is fastened on with four screws. 
It was under this plate where the 
CHIEF FOUND THE TROUBLE 

And the partof the works interfered with 
could only be handled by first removing the 
screws and then taking off the plate. The 
boxes are all locked, and in order to get at 
this plate the aoor must first be opened. This 
requires a fire box key. When a fire box 
key is inserted intoa lock for the purpose 
of opening the box the key becomes 
fastened and cannot be taken out uatil the 
chief releases it with what is known as the 
‘‘release key.” Thereare two release keys 
and fhe chiet carries both. So in order for 
a person to have tampered with the works he 
would first have to unlock the box. Then if 
his key remained in the box—and it could 
not be removed until the chief 
used his “release key’’—it would 
be easy to tell who did it,as the keys are 
numbered anda record of the keepers is 
reserved. 
. When thechief and Mr. Stockdell com- 
pleted their examination they began an in- 
vestigation. They felt satisfied that some one 
had killed the boxes, and they began trying 
to ascertain who it was. They both knew 
that Mr. Matt Ryan, the ex-chief, was the 
only person who could release 
a key that had beer introduced 
into any box for any purpose whatever. Chief 
Joyner early in- the investigation informed 
Mr. Stockdell that he had not received the 
office from ex-Chief Ryan, until Tuesday, one 
week ago. On Thursday of that wee Mr. 
Stockdell gave Chief Joyner an order to Mr.

abe 9k river Indians headed by Black 
Wolf sud White Bell. The latter are attempt- 
ing to foree the Rosebud Indians to live on 
Zorgue river, and threaten to kill Agent Ste- 
vens if he attempts to. interfere 
with their plans. The report 
Bays that the Indians are mu¢h excited over 
the matter. The Rosebud Indians positively 
Teiuse to go. There are Low in camp with the 
Tongue river Indians about 118’ Pine Ridge 
Iudiar s, under Crazy Head and American 
Horse. The latter has said he will die rather 
iban go back to the Pine Ridge agency. An 
excitipg report has also reached here that the 
Rortherm Cheyennes have broken out, 
being started on the war path by the news 
from the southern Cheyennes and Indian ter- 
Yitory.
